bankments and relay uprooted rafls,

Metz, too, would be completely lsolated,
and this in teell was a magnificent result,
the great fortress belng o veritable store-
honse of munitions of war.

ment had barely started when the rem-
nant of the advance guard fell back, closely
pursued by some mounted German gun-
ners with a mass of infantry pressing on
behblud,

But Le Breton's turn bad come., The
great advantage of the machine gun s
that Its fire |s as destructive by night as
by day, once the position of the enemy s
clearly defined.

In thig case ell that was needed was
to align the guns along & comparatively
level road and blaze away, the four pour-
ing an absolute torrent of lead Into the
mixed German force.

Nothing could live against It. The pur-
suers, unable to retreat with sufficlent rao-
pidity, owing (0o the crowding and con-
fusion bebind, suffered frightfully. HHun-
dreds of men fell In that slaughter house
nnd thosre who sought to escape into the
flelds were ruthlessly cut down hy French
cavalry, posted there to prevent at all haz-
ards a flank attack on the pnew llne of ad-
vance,

It must be remembered that the Germon
officers were wholly lgnorant of the true
position and conseguently unable to make
better disposition for assaulting this mar-
velous foe who had sprung from nowhere.
And he disappeared as promptly as he
had arrived, leaving murderous tokens of
hie visit in the human shambles just be-
yond the village, while & serlés of ex-
plosions in the distance told the listeners
that wherever the rond crossed a stream
the bridge was destroyved.

Two miles from Fontoy Le Breton or-
dered o much needed halt.

It wae now 1 o'clock. There was no im-
mediate fear of pursult or efficlently or-
ganlzed resistance, though the German staff
at Damvilllers and Thiooville, Metz and
Mare la Tour, were frenzled with anuvoy-
ance at thelr inabllity to dlscover exactly
what was going on.

spread over a superflelnl area of nearly 2,000
miles, was Iin an uprour.

The German stafl was called upon to deal
with, not war, but rampant lupacy. Some-
where in thelr midst a number of madmen,
estimated varlously from a reglment to an
army corps, were raging about with antics
similar to the struggles of & blue bottle in
a spider's web,

The speed of thelr movements, the as-
tounding effect of thelr passage, the con-
filcting reports ns to their location at any
particular time, were well caleulated to up-
get the theorlgts bred In the school.of the
lust war with France.

There had been fighting in many places,
that was clear. But effectual pursuit was a
different matter, Infantry was uvseless, and
pefther cavalry nor guns could hope to
travel rapidly along a road once Le Breton
or Montsaloy had passed that way.

Nevertheless, as the day wore, something
akin to definiteness took the place of the
frenzied statements of the night and early
morning,

The object of the ralders was now clear
enough. Not lunacy, but superb military
genlus, had dictated this deadly blow at the
German organization.

The frightful dust, too, rising from the
aaline plain, added to the general discom-
fort. In a word, everyone expected that the
foray had collapsed,

The German guns were on the enemy's
lert, which rested on some broken ground,
By rare good luck for the French the ar-
tillerists, reserve men hurryiog to  the
front, were new to thelr work and thelr
practles was bad,

Just as the German cavalry was breaking
Inte a gallop to mest the onset, n fearful
commotion broke out on their lofr,

Mouptsaloy bad turned up in the nick of
time and wus now sabering the guunersd
sod taking the horse In Nank.

Another desperate effort enabled them, as
evening fell, to galn the shelter of a defile
in the Vosges mouninins. So tired were
many of the troopers that They slept as they
rode, and at the earlivst possible moment Lo
Breton halted to enable them to recuptrate
somewhat

Toward midaight the unpleasant loguisi-
tiveness of the enemy's cavalry scouts foroed
the French commander to once more arouss
his worn-out followers, For two hours they
jogged ateadily onward through rocky val-
leys, shrouded in gloom by the frowning
heights, Then Lo Breton decllod that, come

To ruin Mutzlg and ite stores and destroy
the thoroughfares by rall, road and water,
would Indeed provide a glorlous finale to
the mest remarkable achievement ever
carried through by so small o force in a
country held by such armies as owned the
sway of the Kkalser,

Le Breton made no secret of his desper-
ate enterprise and his men acelaimed bhlm
as be told them what he wanted them to do,

under his guldance they would have fol-
lowed him in an attack upon Metz itself!

The column had crossed the top of the
pass when the rear guard saw through their
glasses a solitary horseman spurring fu-
rlously after them, He was batless, dressed
In  civillan attire apd obviously alone.

A vigorous use of the machine guns and

soon sottled this effort at resistance. The
sappers cronsed the trench and tore the
Ironwork of the gate Into plecen with dyna-
mite, wherenpon the Germans sureendered
with Aiscretion

Whilst this busy work waa In progross
Colonel Montsaloy and his brigade sgain
wiruck off arross country on n four miles
Mde to Obernnt, where a rallway and a main
rond Intergected each other.

In Mitzlg the Prenchmen spendily dla
mantled the small arins factory. The terri-
fled townspeople, unable to eseape lnto the
country and fearful of the destruction now
being wrecked upon n colossal geale, re-
mained In thelr housos, furtively peeping
from thelr windows st the unwonted appcs
tacle provided by Freoch soldiers riding
through thelr streéets, The last time Fronche.
men awaggered about Muizig In uniform
the arsenal of today was the palace of a
bishop.

Le¢ Breton did not forget to station cav-
alty vedettes on all the approaches to the

town. Nothing of moment oceurred until
2 o'clock. At that hour a chasseur came
riding hard to report that w troop Lriin

was discharging an Infantry regiment on
the farther side of n gorge wbout a mile
distant, where the junction line from Styas
burg =and Saverne crossed a  turbulent
stream

The viaduét had been Hlown up long be-
fore and the French officer 1o charge of
the outpost had sent him to glve the earliest
warning of thiz hostlle move

Another scout, and vet another, arrived,
breathlesa with the neéws that traln after

train, obviously sent from Strasburg, woa
bringing Infantry, with horses and guns,
that the Germoan skirmishers had erossed

the torrent, driving the French vedeties be-
fore them, and that o temporary bridge wos
in process of construction from the ruins of
the viaduct for the passage of guns and
horses,

It was possible at this moment for Lo
Breton to retreat toward the Vosges, with
the hope of fallug In with Daublsson's re-
liet expedition. But he had promiscd Mont-
saloy to walt for him until 4 o'clock, 1t was
pow 2:30. In an hour and forty minutes
Mutzlg would be surrounded by fresh and
infuriated opponents, This, then, was the
close of the brilllant rafd! Thuat vight he
and his gallant comrades must be Killed In
battle or shot In squads afterward.

He koew well that quarter would not be
glven to a solitary officer or man once the
Germang had them In thelr power.

It was bard to be caught lke o rat in a
trap ot the precige Instaunt when there did
geom to bo some cliance of escape.

There, toward the west, lay the unopcou-
pled road across the Vosges to Luneville,
but not a slgn from the east of Montsaloy's
return,

Le Breton summarized the maddening
situation In a few words of emphutic collo-
guial Frenclh, and set hlmsel! to examining
tho defenses.

Unfortunately his zealous men had already
destroyed every plece of modern ordnance,
with all the ammunition, in the town, Spoon
& German battery, undeterred by a steady
long range fire from the walls, was labori-
ously hauled into pesition an n cliff barely
three-quarters of n mile distant, and the
eager gunners hardly gave themselves time
to allgn one 12-pounder before a shell
screamed through  tho afr and struck o
house In the little market place, sending
fragments of bLrick and mortar in all direc-
tlons.

Bullets swept through the
stresta from the neighboring heights and a
couple of shells from the battery having
smaslhied the defenses of the northern gate
the gunners were adding to the fuslllade by
salvoes of shrapnel.

Another battery arrived and started at a
gallop to o point which commanded the
gouth. The guns were unlimbered and thelr
firet bateh of shells hurtled through the
streets before a burst of cheers from the
defenders on that slde moade known to thelr
comrades the welcome fact that this new
enemy had been somehow disconcerted,

Whilst the German gunners were busy
correcting the adjustment of thelr cannon
Colonel Montaaloy's brigade suddenly ap-
peared over the crest of the bill and In a
few strides the leading squadron was in the
midst of the buttery.

No cavalry escort had been provided or

The German fire became fercer and more
effective, The wretched Inhabltants of
the town suflered even more than the sol-
dlers.,  Shell after shell burst among the
houses and set them oo tire, the flames driy
fog forth those who had escaped from the
projectiles o encounter greater rigk from
the bullets that flew i wll directions

Wounded horses seregmed with pain and
fright. The number of burning hoyses (n-
creanedd ot such 4 rate that sl Mutzig
seemed (o be enveloped in simoke and Aparks
The still wir became oppressively hot and
people fainted from sheer exhaustion and
despair. Through this pendemonium daced
men and sbrioking women and chlldren
raced about wildly, sceoking for ROme DOGK
from the leaden shbwors, or vollipsed
horrur-stricken
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now reached the locality from Strasburg,
and o determined attock was mode upon
the two avallable gates, whilst frosh artil-

lery took the place of the destroyed bat-
Ltery.
Even Fairfax was begloniog  to think

the Times would miss Its most enterprising
“special,” when a sharp rottle of musketry
and the deeper boom of cannon on the west
cauged the hearts of the defending force to
et with tremulous anticlipotion,

Waue it only o devilopment of the German
asaitlt, or could it be that Duubjeson--

Uncertalnty soon yieldod to' copvictlon,
French guns were engoaglng  the
German battery, dismounted French eayalry
wore driving back the wings of the German
infantry so unexpectedly tnken in flank, and
Froneh horsemen were massing In squidrons
preparatory to a superb charge through the
entire length of the Germun position on tho
north.

Le Broton's eves woere affame as he roared
the necessury orders to his ofMeers. Thore
was no time to walt for regulurity or pre-
clglon. Every muan who could ride caught
the nearest horse and slung a wounded
comrade up bLehind him. Rabble-like, but
methodically enovgh far thelr purpose, the
troopers poured out of the town townrd the
relieving force.
